BLISTER RUST CONTROL 
APPROPRIATION 
PASSES HOUSE 


SAN FRANCISCO Cheering 
news received Wednesday was the 
report of passage in the House of 


Representatives of H. R. 3406, Lea, | 
California, providing for the contro{ 


of white pine or sugar pine blister 
rust 1 western forests. 

E. W. Murphy, director and chair- 
man of the Conservation Committee 
of the California State Chamber of 
Commerce, hailed this bill as the 
one needed step to save California's 
valuable and picturesque stands of 
sugar pine. H. R. 3406 permits use 
of federal tunds, for Blister Rust 
Control, cn private lands as well as 
public lands. 

“At the present time,” according 
to Murphy, “There is an appropri- 
ation of $750.000 in the Department 
of Agriculture budget. earmarked 
for Blister Rust Control work. To 
expend this money, however, on 
public lands only, would be sheer 
waste, as the blister rust disease 
would spread just as effectively and 
just as rapidly on adjacent private 
lands, 

“Congressman Lea’s bill will en- 
able us to use the budgeted $750,000 
and save our forests.” 

A companion bill, introduced by 
Senator Hiram W. Johnson, is now 
before the Senate. 
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Melting Snows, Heavy Rain 
Send Mississippi And Ohio 
Rivers On Sudden Rampage 


By UNITED PRESS 

Melting snows and heavy rain 
from a storm moving across the 
midwest poured into the great Ohio 
and Mississippi Valleys today and 
sent both rivers surging toward the 
flood stage. 

The Mississippi was rising steadily 
in southwestern Illinois, slowing the 
fall of the Ohio which had been ex- 
pected to reach a crest near Cairc, 
Ill., late this week. 


American Red Cross officials re- 
ported “serious flood situations” 
were developing along the Ohio and 
its tributaries from Point Pleasant. 
W. Va., to Cairo, Ill., and estimated 
that 2600 families would have to be 
evacuated. Field representatives re- 
ported that unless rains cease in the 


jarea, 75 families would be evacuat- 


ed from Huntnigton, W. Va., 300 at 
Catlettburg. Ky., 300 at Newport, 
Ky., and 1000 in the vicinity of Cin- 
cinnati. 

Approximately 2000 persons al- 
ready have been evecuated in West 


Virginia, Ohio, Kentucky and in 
southern Indiana, 

The Missouri river flooded farm | 
lands near Chesterfield, Mo., and 
was expected to reach a crest of 29 
feet at St. Charles today. At St. 
Louis. the Mississippi had reached 
a level of 28 feet—two feet under 
flood stage—and continuel a slow 
rise. 

Forecaster C. A. Donnel at Chi- 
cago said the freakish spring storm 
which brought rain, snow and sleet 
to the eastern half of the nation was 
centered today over southern Mich- 
igan, In a path it followed through

Myers Reports to Parents. 


That There Is a Trend 
Toward More Serenity 


By GARRY C. MYERS, Ph.D. 


HAVING spent a number of days 
visiting in elementary classrooms 
during the last year, I wish to tell 


you of some of my observations in | 


comparison with schools ten years 
ago. 


Generally, the children are happy. | § 


While in some schools there is con- 
siderable needless excitement, I see 


a trend toward more serenity. One| 
is impressed with the quiet voice! 


and manners of most primary teach- 


ers. Some are helping their children | 


learn to relax, even to lie down on 


tables or the floor, protecting them . 


against the growing jitters of the 
modern home menace, the radio. 

A few school systems were found 
from which timed-testing exercises 
and stop-wateh teaching have al- 
most wholly disappeared. It was 
distressing to me, however, to find 
some places where children, even as 
low as the third grade, had three, 
four or five different teachers. Some 
teachers met from 100 to 300 chil- 
dren a day. They taught music or 
art or reading—but not children. 

Not “Snoopervisor” 

The modern primary-elementarp 
supervisor is no longer a “snooper- 
visor” and ogre to her teachers, but 
an appreciative guest who is warm- 
Iy welcomed by her teachers and 
children, inspiring them. She en- 
courages her teachers to develop 
initiative and individuality in thetr 
teaching. 

One is impressed with the prog- 
ress made in teaching reading in the 
primary grades, with the wide var 
ety and range of supplementary 
books and use of children’s mage- 
zines. Best of all—especially ob- 
served in various cities in Utah— 
the child is allowed to read from the 
kind of material he can read wall. 
No matter what grade he is in, he 
is given a book, or selects one him- 
self, that is easy enough for him to 
read. This also can be done at home. 


Not a Sin 


Beyond the second grades ane 
also finds, I am glad to report, that 
in many places teachers don’t think 
it a sin for children to learn to spell 


or do arithmetic with care and accw- | 


racy, even to memorize some poems 
or other literary gems. Indeed, a 
few elementary teachers seem to 
believe, wonderful to relate, that 
children in the upper grades might 
well acquire the habit of “boning,” 
actually repeating things worth 
learning till they are mastered. I 
actually heard a child reciting “Old 
Ironsides” in an Ogden classroom, 
and he and the other children 
seemed to enjoy it. Nor did the 
teacher or supervisor apologize for 
letting such things happen!
